Publishers are requested to furnish title-page proofs 
and advance information of books forthcoming, both foi 
entry in the lists and for descriptive mention. An early 
copy of each book published should be forwarded, as it 
is of the utmost importance that the entries of books 
be made as promptly and as perfectly as possible. In 
many cases booksellers depend on the Publishers’ Week¬ 
ly solely for their information. The Record of New 
Publications of the Publishers’Weekly is the material 
of the “American Catalogue” and so forms the basis 
of trade bibliography in the United States.

“OUT OF PRINT”—A FALLACY. 

A convenient way for some booksellers, 
who are too indolent or ignorant, it is hard 
to say which, to escape inquiring customers, 
is to inform them that the book which they 
wish is “out of print.” Now, as a matter of 
fact, when a book—even a recent book on 
which there may be a “run”—is reported by 
the publisher himself to be out of print, it by 
no means follows that the book cannot be 
found. In fact, this altogether too readily- 
given answer at the bookseller’s in many in¬ 
stances simply means that he hasn’t the book 
in stock, or not knowing the publisher it is too 
troublesome for him to look further. With 
all the bibliographic facilities now within 
reach of the bookseller there is no excuse to 
answer “out of print” until all the resources 
at his command have failed to put him on 
the track of the publisher. Even if these fail, 
it would be wiser to request the inquirer to 
leave his address and then seek to obtain 
the book through the “Books Wanted” col¬ 
umns of The Publishers’ Weekly and the 
other trade or literary journals, pushing the 
inquiry even into the London Publishers’ 
Circular and Bookseller, the German Borscn- 
blatt, or the French Bibliograpliie dc la 


France, or Memorial de la Librairic Fran- 
Caise. Librarians, also, often have duplicates 
of comparatively new books which they would 
gladly get rid of at a sacrifice or exchange 
for other books, if the bookseller would make 
his wants known through the “Books Wanted” 
columns of The Library Journal. The fee 
for advertising in all these mediums is tri¬ 
fling compared with the benefits derived in 
making sales. In a week, or in the case of 
foreign journals at the latest in a month the 
book may often be obtained. No customer 
should ever be sent out of one store into an¬ 
other with a blunt “Haven’t got it—out of 
print.” A bookseller can never have a bet¬ 
ter chance to secure a customer than by ob¬ 
taining for him a book that was out of print 
at his neighbor’s, even if the search for it 
threatens to eat up all the profit. 

In this connection we would again warn 
those who offer books against the foolishness 
of quoting exorbitant prices. The fact that 
a book is asked for does not signify that it 
is scarce or valuable. On the contrary, it 
may mean only an unequal distribution of the 
supply—a bookseller in one locality having 
dozens of copies while in another section 
there may be only a few. Besides, bids are 
sent in from every quarter of the United 
States as well as from Europe and Australia. 
We speak from experience and know that 
quotations for a book worth in the trade not 
more than a dollar have ranged from seventy- 
five cents to six dollars, according to condi¬ 
tions. A word to the wise ought to be suf¬ 
ficient. 


RIDGEWAY’S “BIRDS OF AMERICA.” 

The Smithsonian Institution has just 
put to press the first volume of what the 
Washington correspondent of the New York 
Evening Post considers one of the most 
elaborate scientific works published by the 
Government. It is entitled “Birds of Ameri¬ 
ca,” and has been compiled by Professor 
Robert Ridgeway of Wabash County, Ill. 
The illustrations are all taken from life, 
and are reproduced in colors from paintings 
made for the purpose by the best obtainable 
artists. The work will extend to twenty 
volumes and will represent the life work of 
Professor Ridgeway. 

The Smithsonian Institution has also just 
published a two-volume report on the fishes of 
Porto Rico, with colored illustrations made 
from life. In order to secure these the ar¬ 
tists went to Porto Rico, and when the fish 
had been captured they were placed in deep 
narrow glass cases through which strong cur¬ 
rents of water were forced, so that the fish 
were compelled to remain stationary and keep 
up their natural motions of swimming. 
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LAW DICTIONARIES. 

The following bibliography of law diction- 
aries prepared by Charles C. Soule, the presi¬ 
dent of the Boston Book Company, for one or 
the trade circulars published by his firm un¬ 
der the cabbalistic title of 2 Leg. Bib. N. S., 
may be found as interesting to the general 
reader as it will be useful for reference ta 
dealers in law literature: 

1 he English and American law dictionaries 
may be divided into two classes, the diction¬ 
ary proper or glossary, containing merely 
definitions, and the encyclopaedic dictionary, 
containing also brief monographs. 

I ^ 1C ca . rI ‘ est glossary appears to have been 
Expositiones I erminorum Legum Anglor- 
um” of which two editions—one in English 
and the other in Latin, were published in 
1527. This work was originally published by 
John Rastell, and its authorship has been at¬ 
tributed both to him and to William Rastell, 
After an interval of nearly forty years, it 
was revived under the new name “Terms of 
the Law, or Certain Difficult and Obscure 
Words, expounded, etc., in French and Eng¬ 
lish. In this phase there were about twen¬ 
ty editions between 1563 and 1742. It was 
reprinted at Portland. Me., in 1812. A work 
entitled “An Exposition of Certain Difficult 
or Obscure Words of the Law/’ perhaps an 
edition of “Terms of the Law” appeared in 
1602. 

Skene’s “De Verborium Significatione, or 
Exposition of the Difficil Termes in the foure 
Bookes of Regiam Majestatem.” Edinburgh, 
folio, 1597 and 1641, was a glossary of Scotch 
law. 

Spelman’s Glossary, folio, 1626, 1664, 1687, 
expounded the barbarous Law Latin; and 
Skinner. “Etymologica Expositio Vocum For- 
ensium,” fol., 1671, covered about the same 
ground. 

Blount’s Law Dictionary and Glossary, 
folio, 1679, 1691, and with notes by William 
Nelson, 1717, approached more nearly the 
modern idea of a dictionary. 

The Law French and Law Latin Diction¬ 
ary, 1701 and 1718. was specifically a glos¬ 
sary, as was also Kelham’s Dictionary of 
Norman or Old French, 1779. 

The smaller dictionaries of later years can¬ 
not be easily assigned to one or the other 
class by title; but the following appear to 
have been mainly glossaries, or at least so 
brief as not to be encyclopaedic. 

Students Law Dictionary, or Expositor, Lon¬ 
don, 1740. 

Williams’ Compendious Law Dictionary, Lon¬ 
don. t8i6. 

Tavler’s Law Glossary, London, 1819 and 
1823. American editions 1833, 1843, 1855, 
i860, 1S66, and 1873 (with later dates but 
apparently no changes.) 

Whishaw’s New Law Dictionary, London, 
1829. 

Tomlin's Popular Law Dictionary, London, 

1838. 

Holthouse. New Law Dictionary, London. 

1839, 1846: reprinted Philadelphia, 1847. 
Brown’s New Law Dictionary. London, 1874, 

1880: reprinted Albany, 1875. 

Mozley and Whitley, Concise Law Dictionary, 
London, 1876. 


Stimson s Glossary of Common Law, Boston 
1881. 

Rawson, Pocket Law Lexicon, London, 1882 
1884, 1893. 

Adams Juridical Glossarv (incomplete), Al¬ 
bany, 1886. 

Kinney s Law Dictionary and Glossary, Chi¬ 
cago, 1893. 

The line of dictionaries containing judi¬ 
cial definitions and dissertations on legal 
topics, as well as translations of words or 
phrases, was first foreshadowed in Cowell’s 
Law Dictionary or Interpreter, “Nomothetes,” 
of Words and Terms used in the Common 
and Statute Laws of Great Britain, etc., folio, 
1607 or 1609, with editions in 1637, 1658, 1672, 
1684, i/Oi, 1708, and 1727. 

Jacob’s New Law Dictionary “explaining 
the rise, progress, and present state of the 
English law” first appeared in one volume 
quarto, 1729. There were editions in 1732, 
j 736 , 1739 , 1743 (abridged), 1744, 1750, 1756, 
1762, 1772, 1782 (by Ruff head and Morgan) ; 
1 797 (nth edition, by Tomlins, 2 vols.) 1809, 
2 vols. “greatly enlarged.” Still further am¬ 
plified and published under Tomlin’s name, 

2 vols. octavo, 1810, appearing in new edi¬ 
tions as “Tomlin’s Law Dictionary,” 2 vols., 
1815, 1820. 1835; with an American reprint, 

3 vols., Philadelphia, 1836. An American re¬ 
print of Jacob was published in six volumes 
octavo. New York, 1811. 

In 1764 (with editions, 1771 and 1782, and 
a Dublin reprint, 1764) appeared Cunning¬ 
ham’s New and Complete Law Dictionary, 
or General Abridgment of the Law. 

Burns’. Law Dictionary, 2 vols., London, 
1792, and Potts’ Compendious Law Diction¬ 
ary, 2 vols., London, 1803 and 1813, appear 
not to have been very successful. 

The next English dictionary was Wharton’s 
Law Lexicon or Dictionary of Jurisprudence, 
London. 1848, with editions in 1859, 1864, 
1867, 1872, 1876, 1883, 1889, 1892. It was 
reprinted at Harrisburg, Pa., 2 vols., 1849. 

In 1882, Sweet’s Dictionary of English 
Law; Definitions and Statement of Rules, 
was published in London; and in 1890, 
Stroud’s Judicial Dictionary of Words and 
Phrases Judicially Interpreted. 

The reprints noticed above met the needs 
of the American bar until 1839, when Judge 
Bouvicr published the first edition of his 
“Law Dictionary, adapted to the Constitution 
and Laws of the United States and the sev¬ 
eral states.” As it incorporated all the best 
parts of the English law dictionaries, with 
careful statements of American law, Bou- 
vier’s Law Dictionary at once became, and has 
continued to be, the favorite in this country. 
It is somewhat difficult to trace out the edi¬ 
tions, as the publishers changed the title- 
page with each reprint, whether it had new 
matter or not. Taking it for granted, how¬ 
ever, that a copyright would be taken out 
whenever new matter was incorporated, the 
copyright records show entries in 1843, 1848, 
1852, 1867, and 1883. Although the last im¬ 
print claims to be the 15th edition, it would 
thus appear to be the 6th; and Rawle’s Re¬ 
vision is the 7th revised edition. 

Burrill’s Law Dictionary was published in 
New York, 3 vols. 1850, with a second edi- 
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tion in 1859. This date was changed from 
time to time, apparently without change of 
contents. 

Abbott’s Law Dictionary of Terms and 
Phrases in American or English Jurisprudence 
was published at Boston,in; 1879, in two volumes. 

Rapalje and Lawrence’s Dictionary of 
American and English Law was published in 
two volumes, Jersey City, N. J., 1883. 

Anderson’s Dictionary of Law, one volume, 
was published in 1888. The date on the title- 
page has been changed from time to time, 
without other changes. 

Black’s New Dictionary of Law was pub¬ 
lished at St. Paul, Minn., in 1891. 

In the new edition of Bouvier’s Law Dic¬ 
tionary*, American lawyers have the latest 
development of the combination of glossary 
and encyclopaedia, which has proved most 
satisfactory in use. 


THE BOOKSELLERS’ LEAGUE. 

The first of its fall dinners will be given 
by The Booksellers’ League at the rooms of 
the Aldine Association on Wednesday even¬ 
ing, October 10. It has been the custom of 
the League heretofore to begin its winter 
sessions in September; but owing to the hot 
weather and the many absences on account 
of vacations the September meetings were 
never well attended, and so the committee 
decided to postpone the dinner until a time 
when the temperature is certain to be more 
favorable and the membership more likely 
to be present. The committee promise an 
enjoyable programme. 


COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 

A N ARTIST'S RIGHT IN HIS PICTURE. 

An interesting question in the law of 
copyright, whether an artist who is com¬ 
missioned to execute a work of art has the 
right to take out a copyright therein, so 
that the patron may be excluded from re¬ 
producing it, has just been decided by the 
United States Circuit Court of Massachu¬ 
setts. The court held that the artist did not 
have this right, and that the commission to 
produce a work of art imports unrestricted 
right of reproduction in the patron, and that 
the work of art is to belong unreservedly 
and without limitation to the patron. The 
question arose in a suit by the designer of 
a certain mosaic in the Congressional Libra¬ 
ry in Washington to enjoin the publication 
of photographs of same. The designer ac¬ 
cepted a commission from the superintendent 
of the Library to execute the mosaic and cause 
the same to be copyrighted in the usual way. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Mary Lee Tregaskis, the wife of the well- 
known dealer in second-hand books, died in 
London August 26, aged forty-six. Mrs. 
Tregaskis took an active part in her hus¬ 
band’s business and was quite well known to 
a large circle of customers.

fessor of Elocution and English Literature; 
“God Speed,” well wishing in verse and 
prose for all occasions, including salutatory 
addresses and valedictory orations for school 
festivals; also, “Recitations with Actions for 
Children,” by Lucy Allen. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. have just ready Marie 
Corelli’s long-delayed “The Master Chris¬ 
tian,” a book dedicated “to all those churches 
who quarrel in the name of Christ,” which is 
sure to provoke much discussion; “The Syn¬ 
optic Gospels” and “The Gospel of St. John,” 
by Marcus Dods, a new volume of The Ex¬ 
positor's Greek Testament; a tasteful red- 
letter edition of Sterne’s “Sentimental Jour¬ 
ney”; also a book made up of descriptions of 
weddings, illustrated by reproductions of cele¬ 
brated paintings concerning weddings, enti¬ 
tled “The Wedding-Day in Literature and 
Art,” and Hamilton W. Mabie’s “Essays on 
Nature and Culture,” collected in two dainty 
volumes, suitable for gift purposes. 

E. &. J. B. Young & Co. will have ready 
about October 1 a new and handsome large- 
type Teachers’ Bible 8 ^ 4 x 6 , printed from 
new plates cast from special type; also a 
Universal Edition containing the authorized 
text with all of the references of the 1611 
edition, selected aids and selected illustra¬ 
tions, combined index of proper names, places 
and subjects of the Bible, concordance of 
Bible words and indexed atlas. The latter is 
gotten up in various styles of binding. The 
house calls special attention to a new de¬ 
parture in bookbinding, for prayer-books, tes¬ 
taments and Bibles, pleasant to handle and 
agreeable to the touch, protected by interna¬ 
tional patents. These books all have cur- 
vated edges and every kind of leather and 
cloth covers. 

Frank E. Hopkins, of the Marion Press, 
Jamaica, Queens Borough, New York, has 
just issued a neat reprint of a “Lesson in 
Biography,” a satire supposed to be from the 
pen of Mr. Beresfcrd, author of the “Mis¬ 
eries of Human Life,” which appeared short¬ 
ly after the publication of Boswell’s “Life of 
Johnson.” “The Lesson in Biography.” is 
claimed to be an “extract from the ‘Life of 
Dr. Pozz,’ in ten volumes folio, written by 
James Bozz, Esq., who flourished with him 
near fifty years.” An introduction, re¬ 
printed from “The Casquet, Glasgow, 1835,” 
says that we may enjoy this little hit at “the 
magnificent truisms of the one and the petty 
adulations of the other” without lessening 
our pleasure in the most delightful biogra¬ 
phy of the English language. 

Elder & Shepard. San Francisco, Cal., 
have in preparation “The Observations of 
Jay [a dog,] and Other Stories,” by Morgan 
Shepard. This little book is written with 
sympathy and understanding and told entire¬ 
ly from a dog’s point of view. Many myster¬ 
ies heretofore unsolved are made clear. Jay, 
the hero, is somewhat of a philosopher and 
has been a keen observer. Other books an¬ 
nounced are a limited edition of “The Sphinx 
and Other Poems,” by Professor William 
Henry Hudson of Stanford University; “The 
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Religion of Democracy,” by Charles Fer¬ 
guson, already referred to by us; “Hap- 
Hazard Quotations,” by L. E. B., which will 
appeal to those who want apt human and 
pungent truths in a few words; also addi¬ 
tions to their artistic Impression Leaflets. 

The Century Company has just issued a 
new revised edition (the fourth) of Richard 
Watson Gilder’s volume of poems contain¬ 
ing “Five Books of Song,” including “The 
New Day,” “The Celestial Passion,” “The 
Great Remembrance,” “Two Worlds,” and 
“Lyrics.” The changes are over thirty in 
number, and consist in some cases of addi¬ 
tions to the text. They will publish next 
month Governor Theodore Roosevelt’s new 
volume of addresses and essays entitled “The 
Strenuous Life”; “The Gospel of Wealth,” 
by Andrew Carnegie; “College Administra¬ 
tion.” by the Rev. Dr. Thwing, President of 
Western Reserve University; Dr. S. Weir 
Mitchell’s “Dr. North and His Friends,” a 
work of uncommon strength and interest; 
also, “Hard Pan.” by Geraldine Bonner, well- 
known as a contributor of clever short sto¬ 
ries to the San Francisco Argonaut, whose 
forthcoming book is said to do for Califor¬ 
nia society what Mrs. Burton Harrison’s 
“Anglomaniacs” did for the society of New 
York. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons have just ready a 
new edition of George Borrow’s “The Rom¬ 
any Rye” in two volumes containing the urn 
altered text of the original issue, with notes, 
etc., by W. I. Knapp, author of “The Life 
of George Borrow”; “Sons of the Morning,” 
another novel of Dartmoor, by Eden Phill- 
potts; and “Later Love Letters of a Mu¬ 
sician,” by Myrtle Reed: “Ned Myers,” with 
an introduction by J. Pomeroy Keese, has 
been added to the Mohawk edition of James 
Fenimore Cooper’s works; the third part 
of Evelyn Abbott’s “History of Greece,” cov¬ 
ering from 445-403 b.c. is completed; and a 
new volume of Marion Harland’s Literary 
Hearthstones deals with Hannah More and 
John Knox. “A New Study of the Sonnets 
of Shakespeare,” by Parke Goodwin/, was 
originally prepared as informal addresses to 
a small circle of friends, but the matter has 
been carefully revised and edited and will be 
received as an important contribution to 
Shakespeare literature. A very timely book 
is “The Machine Abolished,” by Charles C. 
P. Clark, who shows how the people can be 
restored to power by the organization of all 
the people on the lines of party organization, 
and proposes radical changes in the present 
methods of popular election. 

The Oxford University Press will pub¬ 
lish shortly an entirely new “two-version” edi¬ 
tion of the Bible, in which the Authorized 
Version will be printed with all the differ¬ 
ences of the Revised Version placed in the 
side margins, so that both texts can be read 
from the same page, while in the centre col¬ 
umn will be placed the indispensable mar¬ 
ginal references.

The “two-version” edition will be procura¬ 
ble with or without the Oxford Helps to the 
Study of the Bible. This year the house 
has an entirely new series of Oxford Text 
Bibles on India paper in every kind of type 
from diamond to pica. They also carry a 
long line of Revised Reference Bibles rang¬ 
ing upwards in price from $1.25. The Ox¬ 
ford Elongated Red Rubric Editions of 
Prayer-Books and Hymnals will appeal to 
the most extravagant as well as the most 
modest tastes. 

Knight & Millet, the new publishing firm 
just organized in Boston, with quarters in 
the Pope Buildirflg, 221 Columbus Avenue, 
have in preparation a work entitled “China 
and Christianity,” by Alexander Michie, au¬ 
thor of “Missionaries in China,” who has 
been for nearly twenty years the Peking cor¬ 
respondent of the London Times, and who 
in this work discusses with calmness and 
sobriety, as well as with authority, the many 
perplexing questions which have culminated 
in the present outbreak in China. They also 
announce a work entitled “Tennyson as a 
Religious Teacher,” by Charles F. G. Mas- 
terman, who considers the problems that 
confronted Tennyson and his contemporaries; 
“Dante’s Garden, with Legends of the Flow¬ 
ers,” a collection, by Rosemary A. Cotes, of 
some of the passages in the Divine Comedy 
which give evidence of Dante’s love for 
flowers and trees and all the details of plant 
life; “The Lost Emeralds of Zarinthia,” a 
new detective story by Henry Beauchamp; 
also, “Rose and Chrysanthemum,” eight capi¬ 
tal stories with a Japanese setting, by Carl¬ 
ton Dawe, author of “The Mandarin.”

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Second Chapter of “The Story 
of a Literary Gold Brick” % 



ELOW we print a letter received from Mr. James B. Pinker, 
Literary Agent, of London, England, which is a fitting pen¬ 
dant to our recent announcement covering the forthcoming 
story by H. G. Wells, entitled, “Love and Mr. Lewisham.” 
It will be remembered that we agreed to buy the American serial 
rights of ‘ ‘Love and Mr. Lewisham” from Tillotson & Son, of London 
and New York, “ sight unseen,” for $2,000, and that the story seemed 
so poor to us upon examination that we declined to publish it in 
Ainslee’s Magazine, and that we paid Tillotson & Son $1,750 to 
settle the matter. It appears from Mr. Pinker’s letter that Tillotson 
& Son were mere literary dealers in this transaction, not representing 
Mr. Wells directly, that $1,250 was the price fixed by Mr. Wells’s 
agent for the American serial rights of “Love and Mr. Lewisham,” 
and that there was a raise of $750 before the matter got to us. 

All of which goes to show that American publishers desiring 
English manuscripts would do well to know ‘ ‘who’s who, ” and thereby 
save a matter of forty per cent, by dealing with authors or their 
accredited agents at first hand in London. Mr. Pinker’s letter follows: 


July 27, 1900. 

“Dear Sirs: My attention has been called to an advertisement which you have pub¬ 
lished in the ‘Publisher’s Weekly,’ and in the ‘Bookseller, Newsdealer and Stationer,’ re¬ 
garding Mr. Wells’s novel, ‘Love and Mr. Lewisham,’ and I write to put before you cer¬ 
tain facts relating to the matter. As Mr. Wells’s agent, I disposed of the serial and book 
rights in this novel to Messrs. Frederick A. Stokes Company, it being understood that 
they were to place the serial rights in America. 1 explained exactly the character and 
scope of the story when making the bargain, and before finally concluding it gave them 
an opportunity of reading the MS. 

“It appears that Messrs. Stokes passed the serial rights on to Messrs. Tillotson, who in 
turn disposed of them to you. I may say that Mr. Wells, realizing that ‘Love and Mr. 
Lewisham’ was a serial not suited to every magazine, and that consequently the openings 
for it would be restricted in number, agreed to accept for the serial rights a smaller sum 
(250 pounds) than lie is accustomed to receive. Whether Messrs. Stokes explained to 
Messrs. Tillotson all these circumstances, and whether Messrs. Tillotson in turn explained 
them to you, I do not know. My point is that whatever grievance you may have, it is not 
against Mr. Wells. 

“I think you will, in view of these facts, recognize the injustice of your attack on my 
client. I may tell you further that when Mr. Wells learned that you were dissatisfied 
with the serial, and that, as he was informed, you would only pay 200 pounds for the serial 
rights, he at once took steps to try to meet you. While, however, this point was in ne¬ 
gotiation, your advertisement appeared, and Mr. Wells learned that you had already paid in 
settlement a larger sum than he originally asked for the serial rights. 

“I should not be acting in accordance with Mr. Wells’s wishes, nor is it my practice 
in regard to any of my clients to sell to an editor a serial without giving him as far as pos¬ 
sible every indication of its character. Of course you are the best judge as to whether 
‘Love and Mr. Lewisham’ was suitable for your readers, but I cannot help saying that 
your estimate of its literary value is entirely different from that formed by competent 
critics on this side. 

“In view of what I now tell you, I trust you will do your utmost to rectify the injustice 

you have done to my client. Had you and I been brought into direct relations over the 

transaction, I think that the trouble would never have arisen. I hope that when next you 

are seeking work from my clients you will communicate with me direct, and I do not 

think you will find English authors unreasonable or exorbitant. 

“I enclose a list of authors for whom I act, and am, dear sirs,
